lieveii. but so little w a s it expected at 
tuis time that some of the cabinet offi­ 
cer.- wiieu the uews first became public 
were im liued to regard the auuouuce- 
meiit as premature, the announcem ent 
that It was actually in hand com ing to 
them in the nature of a surprise.

The members of the cabinet were a ll 
disimdiued to talk about the succession, 
though one did remark tha t the Presi­ 
dent had made no mention of a name 
to him , and he believed tliat no de­ 
cision Ikad yet been reached.

W as h i .n'g t o x , J uly 20 . —The war de­ 
partment off ered extra iiiduceiueuts to 
expedite the recruitment of the ten vol­ 
unteer regim ents. 
Nearly all the coiii- 
missious ha ving been issmni, many of 
the disapi>oiuted applicants were ad­ 
vised to enter the ranks, as in that way 
it m ight be possible for them to secure 
commis.sious. 
General Corbin said that 
the policy of the administration w ill bti 
to fill a ll va ca ncies which may occur 
among commissioned officers from the 
ranks. A number of apjilicauts for com­ 
missions have enlisted as privates in the 
different reg im euts and have been ap­ 
pointed 
lion - commi.ssioued 
officers 
wherever possible, and eousequeutlv 
are next in line of promotion to com ­ 
missioned rank in the event of a va ­ 
cancy. 
Another method of securing recruits 
wa s to offer commissions to men other­ 
wise qualified who will undertake to 
furnish in each case not less tiiau 40 
men who can pass muster as soldiers 
and wdll enlist for service iii the Philip­ 
pines. 
There were several cases of this 
kind during tlie past w'eek.

N ew' Y o rk , J uly 20.—New York trol­ 
ley men 
joined the Brooklyn trolley 
men in their big strike. 
The center of 
operations in New York city w a s on 
Second 
avenue. 
The excitem ent 
in 
Brooklyn centered in the vicinity of 
Thirty-sixth and Fifth avenue, where 
dynam ite was used in an a ttem pt to 
blow down the elevated structure. 
Twenty-one strikers were arrested, 
chargcHl with the dyna m iting and held 
for examination, bail being fixed. 
The rioting tha t took place in N ew 
York wa s of a serious nature, infinitely 
fiercer than any that ha.s taken place 
yet iu the borough across the nver. 
Scores of 
people were injurcKl, and 
severely injured, iu the Second avenue 
district. 
That great thoroughfai'e wae 
crowded with a jeering, howling mob, 
almost its entire 
leiigtli. 
The great

Aiger tendered to the president his res­ 
ign-Mum of the w ar portfolio, which is 
to become effective Aug. I, though It 
Was tendered “ at the pleasure of the 
president. ’ ’ Gossip began as to his suc­ 
cessor, but it was entirely speculative, 
for notwithstanding the reports th at 
Mr. Alger would not long continue at 
the bead of the w ar departm ent his 
actual resignation came suddenly and 
unexpectedly. 
That it would come by 
the end of the year was generally be­ 
lieved, but so little was it expected at 
this time that some of the cabinet offi­ 
c e when the news first became public 
were inclined to regard the announce­ 
ment as premature, the announcem ent 
that it was actually in hand coming to 
them in the nature of a surprise. 
For­ 
mal acceptance of the resignation, it 
was said, will be made in a letter to be 
written w ithin the next day or two. 
No official statem ent as to the canso 
of the roignatiou was procurable either 
from the president or from Secretary 
Alger, neither of whom would talk ou 
the subject. 
Nor was the letter of 
resignation obtainable at 
this time. 
For the present nothing will be made 
known officially eoucerumg the sever­ 
ance of toe official relations between the 
president and his w ar m inister, but 
later on the official correspondence clos­ 
ing the latter’s career as chief of the 
war department doubtless will be given 
to the press. 
The belief has prevailed in W ashing­ 
ton for >onu* time that Secretary Alger 
would resign from the cabinet, but the 
date generally set for it was toward the 
close of the year after he had subm it­ 
ted ins annual report, in w hich he in­ 
tended to sum up w hat had been ac­ 
complished (bring his brief but event­ 
ful direction of tile w ar departm ent.

eral Corbin had been mentioned in con­ 
nection w ith an ad interim appoint­ 
ment, pending the selection of a per­ 
m anent occupant of the office.

selection would he made from the west. 
As to the report that General Corbin

In the evening Secretary Hay, accom­ 
panied by Senator Fairbanks of Indiana, 
back from au inspection of the Alaskan 
boundary seat oi difficulty, came over 
tor a talk. 
Secretary Hitchcock aud 
Comptroller Dawes called socially for a 
few m inutes. 
There was no evidence 
of a cabinet conference, aud no sugges­ 
tion of anything in that line.

Nearly all the com­ 
missions having been issued, m any of 
rile disappointed applicants were ad­ 
vised to enter the ranks, as in th at way 
it m ight be possible for them to secure 
commissions. 
General Corbin said that 
the policy of the adm inistration will be 
to fill all vacancies which m ay occur 
among commissioned officers from the 
ranks. A num ber of applicants for com­ 
missions have enlisted as privates in the 
different reg im ents aud have been ap­

A shell containing 113 pounds of ex­ 
plosiv e gelatin, the most destructiv e 
explosiv e kiiowu, was discharged the 
other day from a modern 
12 inch 
hreechloading rifle with the ordinary 
serv ice charge of b rown prismatic pow­ 
der and tiid not explode. 
The experiment was made at the 
prov ing grounds at ©audy Hook iu the 
presence of the b oard of ordnance and 
fortlticution and sev eral engineer otll- 
cers. 
For the first time the possib ility 
of firing a high explosiv e from the ordi­ 
nary coast defense rifle receiv ed oiti- 
cial demonstration. Although the b oard 
of ordnance and fortification naturally 
would giv e no opinion until its oflicial 
report is made, other otflcers who wit­ 
nessed the test expressed the opinion 
that the coast defense prob lem had at 
last b een solv ed, says the New York 
Herald. 
The tests of the day were witnessed 
b y two b oards, b oth of which left pier 
3. East riv er. New York, shortly b efore 
10 o’clock on the tug Ordnance. 
The 
memb ers of the b oard of ordnance 
and fortification present were Major 
General Nelson A. Miles, commanding, 
president of the b oard; Firigadier Gen­ 
eral Royal T. Frank, commaiKliug the 
department of the gulf; Judge Joseph 
H. Outliwalte of Columb us. O., the! 
civ ilian memb er of the b oard; Captain | 
C. B. Wheeler of the ordnance deiiart 
nient and Lieutenant I. N. Lewis, who 
is recorder of the b oard of ordnance. 
General P. C. Halns, who is on the 
b oard, was unab le to b e present, owing 
to duties in connection with the Niea- 
ragna canal commission. 
There was 
also a si>ecial hoar<l appointed b y tiie 
war department at the req uest of the 
chief of engineers to determine wheth­ 
er the Lewis range tinder is affected l» y 
the b lasts of nearb y guns. This i)oiird 
consisted of Colonel Henry C. Has- 
b rouek. J. P. Storey. Captain II. L 
Harris of the artillery. Captain .1. C. 
Ayres of the ordnance and Captain 
Judson of the engineers. 
Although otlicers who had witnessed 
preliminary tests did not anticipate 
the b ursting of the rifle, the tremen­ 
dous power of the explosiv e gelatin 
contained iu the shell led to especial 
precautions b eing taken. 
Instead of 
taking shelter b ehind emb ankments of 
sand, as is customary, the whole party 
re-entered the car and were taken to an 
elev ated station fully 1% miles away. 
From that point the gun was dis­ 
charged b y an electrical apparatus. 
The gun was placed at a low auglc 
and was fired out to sea. 
The sliell, 
emerging from the rifle at a v elocity of 
2,3<H) feet a second, skimmed along the 
surface of the water, thrice ricochet- 
ting without exploding. 
Willard S. 
Ishaui, tlie inv entor of the shell, who 
witnessed the test, explained that the 
interior of the shell was designed to 
protect the explosion within against 
the setb ack caused b y the propelling 
charge at the moment of firing. 
The explosiv e material used In the 
shell, explosiv e gelatin, a doughlike 
sub stance, is composed of 88 per cent 
nitroglycerin, 8 per cent guncotton 
and 4 per cent camphor. It is the most 
destructiv e explosiv e known, b eing 25 
per cent more powerful than No. 1 
dynamite. 
An army officer who was 
present said the fact that the shell 
loaded with It had not exploded clear­ 
ly demonstrated the possib ility of fir­ 
ing high explosiv es from the ordinary 
coast defense guns. 
Heretofore with the guns firing ex­ 
plosiv es such as tho.se on the dynamite 
v essel Vesuv ius the power has 
b een pneumatic. 
This is the principle 
of the Sims-Dudley powder pneumatic 
guns, 
with which tests were next 
made. 
Shells containing 20 and 10 
pound chargoH of explosiv e gelatin 
were successfully discharged. 
Tliorite, a new explosiv e Inv ented i>y 
Dr. Tuttle, came in for considerab le at- 
froru the memb ers of b oth 
s present. 
To show the adv an­ 
tage claimed for It ov er other ex[)lo- 
.slv es. It was rub b ed b etween b locks 
r'ov ered with .sand [taper, it was liain- 
mered on an anv il and was ground ite- 
tween steel plates without exploding.

A shell containing 113 pounds of ex­ 
plosive gelatin, the most destructive 
explosive kuowu, was discharged the 
other day from a modern 12 inch 
breechloading rifle with the ordinary 
service charge of brown prismatic pow­ 
der and did not explode. 
The experiment was made at the 
proving grounds at c>audy Hook in the 
presence of the board of ordnance and 
fortification and several engineer otll- 
cers. 
For the first time the possibility 
of firing a high explosive from the ordi­ 
nary coast defense rifle received otti 
cial demonstration. Although the board 
of ordnance and fortification naturally 
would give no opinion until its official 
report is made, other officers who wit­ 
nessed the test expressed the opinion 
that the coast defense problem had at 
last been solved, says the New York 
Herald. 
The tests of the day were witnessed 
by two boards, both of which left pier 
3, East river. New York, shortly before 
IO o’clock on the tug Ordnance. 
The 
members of the board of ordnance 
and fortification present were Major 
General Nelson A. Miles, commanding, 
president of the board; Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Royal T. Frank, commanding Hie 
department of the gulf; Judge Joseph 
H. Outhwalte of Columbus. O., the

C. B. Wheeler of the ordnance depart 
meat and Lieutenant I. N. Lewis, who 
is recorder of the board of ordnance.

elevated station fully 1% miles away. 
From that point the gun was dis­ 
charged by an electrical apparatus. 
The gun was placed at a low angle 
aud was fired out to sea. 
The shell, 
emerging from the rifle at a velocity of 
2,300 feet a second, skimmed along the 
surface of the water, thrice ricochet­ 
ting without exploding. 
Willard S. 
Isham. the inventor of the shell, who 
witnessed the test, explained that the 
interior of the shell was designed to 
protect the explosion within against 
the setback caused by the propelling 
charge at the moment of firing. 
The explosive material used in the 
shell, explosive gelatin, a doughlike 
substance, is composed of 88 per cent 
nitroglycerin, 8 per cent guncotton 
and 4 per cent camphor. It is the most 
destructive explosive known, being 25 
per cent more powerful than No. I 
dynamite. 
An army officer who was 
present said the fact that the shell 
loaded with it had not exploded clear­ 
ly demonstrated the possibility of fir­ 
ing high explosives from the ordinary 
coast defense guns.

A shell containing 113 pounds of e x -; 
I plosive gelatin, the most destructive 
explosive known, was discharged the J 
other day from a modern 
12 inch 
I breechloading rifle with the ordinary I 
service charge of brown prismatic pow­ 
der aud did not explode. 
The experiment was made at the I 
proving grounds at sandy Hook iii the I 
presence of the board of ordnance and ' 
fortification and several engineer oil!- 
cers. 
For the first time the possibility 
of firiug a high explosive from the ordi­ 
nary coast defense rifle received otti 
cial demonstration. Although the board 
of ordnance aud fortification naturally 
would give uo opinion until its official 
report Is made, other officers who w it­ 
nessed the test expressed the opinion 
that the coast defense problem had at 
last been solved, says the New York 
Herald. 
The tests of the day were witnessed 
by two boards, both of which left pier 
3. East river. New York, shortly before 
IO o’clock on the tug Ordnance. 
The 
members of the board of ordnance 
and fortification present were Major 
General Nelson A. Miles, commanding, 
president of the board; Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Royal T. Frank, commanding the 
department of the gulf; Judge Joseph 
II. Outhwalte of Columbus. O., the 
civilian member of the board; Captain 
C. B. Wheeler of the ordnance depart 
ment and Lieutenant I. N. Lewis, who 
is recorder of the board of ordnance. 
General P. C. Ilalus, who is on the 
board, was unable to be present, owing 
to duties in connection with the Nica­ 
ragua canal commission. 
There was 
also a special board appointed by the 
war department at the request of the 
chief of engineers to determine wheth­ 
er the Lewis range tinder is affected by 
the blasts of nearby guns. This hoard 
consisted of Colonel Henry C. Has­ 
brouck, J. I\ Storey, Captain II. L 
Harris of the artillery, Captain J. C. 
Ayres of the ordnance and Captain 
Judson of the engineers. 
Although officers who had witnessed 
preliminary tests did not anticipate 
the bursting of the rifle, the tremen­ 
dous power of the explosive gelatin 
contained in the shell led to especial 
precautions being taken. 
Instead of 
taking shelter behind embankments of 
sand, as is customary, the whole party 
re-entered the car and were taken to an 
elevated station fully 1% miles away. 
From that point the gun was dis­ 
charged by an electrical apparatus. 
The gun was placed at a low anglo 
aud was fired out to sea. 
The shell, 
emerging from the rifle at a velocity of 
2,300 feet a second, skimmed along the 
surface of the water, thrice ricochet­ 
ting without exploding. 
Willard S. 
Isham, the inventor of the shell, who 
witnessed the test, explained that the 
interior of the shell was designed to 
protect the explosion within against 
the setback caused by the propelling 
charge at the moment of firing. 
The explosive material used in the 
shell, explosive gelatin, a doughlike 
substance, is composed of 88 per cent 
nitroglycerin, 8 per cent guncotton 
and 4 per cent camphor. It Is the most 
destructive explosive known, being 25 
per cent more powerful than No. I 
dynamite. 
An army officer who was 
present said the fact that the shell 
loaded with it had not exploded clear­ 
ly demonstrated the possibility of fir­ 
ing high explosives from the ordinary 
coast defense guns. 
Heretofore with the guns firing ex­ 
plosives such as those on the dynamite 
gun vessel Vesuvius the power has 
been pneumatic. 
This is the principle 
of the Sims-Dudley powder pneumatic 
guns, 
with 
which tests were next 
made. 
Shells containing 20 and IO 
pound charges of explosive gelatin 
were successfully discharged. 
Thorite, a new explosive invented by 
Dr. Tuttle, came in for considerable a t­ 
tention from the members of both 
boards present. 
To show the advan­ 
tage claimed for It over other explo­ 
sives, it was rubbed between blocks 
^overed with sand paper, it was ham ­ 
mered on an anvil ami was ground be­ 
tween steel plates without exploding.

La\e pas.^ed for a whole week, the 
wires are all down, and wo have not 
feiei II a newspaper for six or nine dny.s, 
ruod and elotliiiig have been eolleeted 
at I'aldwell today, to be forwarded to 
the suffering people on the shores of 
the Ihazos toiiiglit, if it is possible to 
gfi there rh:-m;gh the mud and the 
awful downpour of rain.

A whole family was rescued

frame structure 
that had floated at least 15 miles.

The English royal marriage act is one 
of the tim e honored absurdities which 
survive in spite of common sense and 
enlightened public opinion. 
By it the 
matrimonial choice of 
the English 
princes is practically restricted to the 
swarms of “ the German hive” and the 
proverbially handsome English women 
are forbidden. 
The legal prohibition 
was enacted in 17 7 3 at the persistent 
command of George III, he “ being 
thereunto incited. “ first, by the mar­ 
riage in 17 7 « of his brother, the Duke 
of Gloster. to the Countess Waldegrave 
(Maria Waliiole), and, second, by the 
taking to wife by a young brother, the 
Duke of Cumberland, in 17 7 1, of tJ ie 
widow of Colonel Christopher Horton. 
The first provision of the act forbids 
to the descendants of George II matri­ 
mony without the consent of the crown 
under the great seal, necessary excej)- 
tiou being made to cover the marriages 
)f princesses abroad. 
The second pro­ 
vision ha.s been the especial maiK of 
raillery. 
It enables marriage by one 
above the ag e of 25 against the will of 
the crown, under certain conditions.

The latest news from every section 
along the river is distressing.

tine lunies, the cows aud all of the 
hogs and fowls in the bottoms have 
certainly perished. 
No railroad trains 
have passed for a whole week, the 
wires are all down, aud we have uot 
aeon a newspaper for six or nine days. 
Food and clothing have been collected 
at Caldwell today, to be forwarded to 
the suffering people on the shores of 
the Brazos tonight, if it is possible to 
get there through tile mud and the 
awful downpour of rain.

A whole family was rescued 
from a substantial frame structure 
that had floated at least 15 miles. The 
family was aroused just before day­ 
light by the noise of the waters and 
the motiou of the building. They were, 
of course, terribly frightened, but it 
was “pitch dark,” as the man said, 
and they could do nothing more than 
“stick to tile ship.” 
When it grew 
light enough for them to see, they were 
frightened almost out of their Reuses 
to discover that their house was float­ 
ing down a wide river.

ERgllth Royal Marriages. 
The English royal marriage act is one 
of the time honored absurdities which 
survive in spite of common sense and 
enlightened public opinion.

The legal prohibition

English Royal Marriage!, 
The English royal marriage act is one 
of the tim e honored absurdities which 
survive in spite of common sense and 
enlightened public opinion. 
By it the

are forbidden. 
The legal prohibition 
was enacted in 1772 at the persistent 
command of George III, he “ being 
thereunto incited,” first, by the m ar­ 
riage in 1776 of his brother, the Duke 
of Gloster, to the Countess Waldegrave 
(Maria Walpole), and, second, by the 
taking to wife by a young brother, the 
Duke of Cumberland, in 1771, of the 
widow of Colonel Christopher Horton.

Many of the live chickens 
are also minus a great portion of their 
feathers. Trees were in many instances 
torn up by the roots and carried for 
miles. Other trees were simply twisted 
off just above the ground, while others 
were entirely denuded of their branch­ 
es. 
A plow, according to the Tarkio 
World, was blown into a tree and fast­ 
ened securely, 20 feet above the ground, 
by some of the iron braces being wrap­ 
ped around a branch of the tree. 
In some 
instances the grass was 
killed as if a fire had passed over it, 
and then for quite a distance no evi­ 
dence of the storm could be seen. 
In 
one place destruction was apparent on 
both sides of a dwelling, while the 
structure itself was barely touched, 
showing that the cyclone divided in 
some instances. 
An iron pump is said 
to have been pulled out of a well, and 
bedclothing and wearing apparel from 
some of the homes destroyed and strewn 
along the ground 
or hung in the 
branches of the trees. The storm seem­ 
ed to rise in the air at intervals and then 
dodge down 
to the earth, sweeping 
everything clean.

I— that is—it was—well, if you drop 
your hat on the street aud some one 
picks it up for you, you say ‘Thank 
you,’ or if you fall down ou the street 
and some one helps you up you always 
say ‘Thanks.’ 
There was that boat, 
with a storm of iron ami shot going on 
one side aud then on the other. 
Then 
they would fall in the water all around 
us, and then there would be a perfeet 
cloud of them pass over our heads, and 
yet we were not struck. 
When the 
fight was over aud I had made a hasty 
inventory and found that we were not 
hurt, it seemed to me no more than 
fair that we should say ‘Thank you. 
so I had the crew called on deck and 
told them so. 
Every man took off his 
cap, and you could have heard a pin 
drop on that deck, and after it wa- 
over and I walked past that crew I 
saw tears on the faces of many an old 
sailor that I supposed did not know 
how to cry.”

That it would come by 
the end of the year w as generally be- 
liev d. but so little w as it expected at 
this tune that some of the cabinet otti* 
tVi> when the news first became public 
were inclined to regard the announce­ 
ment as premature, the announcem ent 
that it was actually in hand coming to 
them in the nature of a surprise.

was said, w ill lie made in a letter to be 
written within tile next day or two.

service charge of brown prism atic pow­ 
der aud did not explode. 
The experiment was made at the 
proving grounds at aaudy Hook In the 
presence of the board of ordnance and 
fortification and several engineer offl- 
cers. 
For the first time the possibility 
of tiring a high explosive from the ordi 
nary coast defense rifle received otii 
cial demonstration. Although the board 
of ordnance aud fortification naturally 
would give no opinion until its official 
report is made, other officers who wit­ 
nessed the test expressed the opinion 
that the coast defense problem had at 
last been solved, says the New York 
Herald. 
The tests of the day were witnessed 
by two boards, both of which left pier 
3. East river. New York. shortly before 
IO o’clock on the tug Ordnance. 
The 
members of the board of ordnance 
aud fortification present were Major 
General Nelson A. Miles, commanding, 
president of the board; Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Royal T. Frank, commanding the 
department of the gulf; Judge Joseph 
II. Outhwaite of Columbus. O., the 
civilian member of the board; Captain 
C. B. Wheeler of the ordnance depart 
meat and Lieutenant I. N. Lewis, who 
Is recorder of the board of ordnance. 
General P. C. 11 ai us, who is on the 
board, was unable to be present, owing 
to duties in connection with the Nica­ 
ragua canal commission. 
There was 
also a special board appointed by tile 
war departm ent at the request of the 
chief of engineers to determine wheth­ 
er the Lewis range limier is affected by 
the blasts of nearby guns. This board 
consisted of Colonel Henry C. H as­ 
brouck. J. I*. Storey, Captain H. L 
Harris of the artillery, Captain J. O. 
Ayres of the ordnance and Captain 
Judson of the engineers. 
Although officers who hod witnessed 
preliminary tests did not anticipate 
the bursting of the rifle, the trem en­ 
dous power of the explosive gelatin 
contained in the shell led to especial 
precautions being taken. 
Instead of 
taking shelter behind embankments of 
sand, as is customary, the whole party 
re-entered the car aud were taken to an 
elevated station fully 1% miles away. 
From that point the gun was dis­ 
charged by an electrical apparatus. 
The gun was placed at a low angle 
aud was fired out to sea. 
The shell, 
emerging from the rifle at a velocity of 
2.3(H) feet a second, skimmed along the 
surface of the water, thrice ricochet­ 
ting without exploding. 
Willard S. 
lsham, the inventor of the shell, who 
witnessed the test, explained that the 
Interior of the shell was designed to 
protect the explosion within against 
the setback caused by the propelling 
charge at the moment of firiug. 
The explosive material used in the 
shell, explosive gelatin, a doughlike 
substance, is composed of 88 per cent 
nitroglycerin, 8 per cent guncotton 
and 4 per cent camphor. It is the most 
destructive explosive known, being 25 
per cent more powerful than No. I 
dynamite. 
Au army officer who was 
present said the fact that the shell 
loaded with it had not exploded clear­ 
ly demonstrated the possibility of tir­ 
ing high explosives from the ordinary 
coast defense guns. 
Heretofore with the guns firing ex­ 
plosives such as those on the dynamite 
gun vessel Vesuvius the power has 
been pneum atic. 
This is the principle 
of the Sims-Dudley powder pneum atic 
guns, 
with 
which tests were next 
made. 
Shells containing 20 and IO 
pound charges of explosive gelatin 
were successfully discharged. 
Thorite, a new explosive Invented by 
Dr. Tuttle, came In for considerable a t­ 
tention from the members of both 
board* present.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat’s cor 
respondent at Caldwell, Tex., writing 
under the date of Ju ly 6 abopt the 
great flood in Texas, says: 
Kaiu is descending a s if the heavens 
were dissolving. 
The Brazos, though 
It is flowing over the roofs of build­ 
ings that were supposed to stand upon 
ground never reached by the greatest 
floods, is still rising, aud its shores are 
lined with thousands of wet, hungry 
and naked negroes, who have recently 
been rescued from treetops, giuhouses 
and floating cabins. 
The latest news from every section 
along the river is distressing. 
All of 
the domestic animals, thousands of 
fine mules, the cows and all o f the 
hogs and fowls in the bottoms have 
certainly perished. 
No railroad trains 
have passed for a whole week, the 
wires are all down, aud we have not 
seen a new spaper for six or nine days. 
Fond and clothing have been collected 
at Caldwell today, to be forwarded to 
the suffering people on the shores of 
the Brazos tonight, if It is possible to 
get there through the mud and the 
awful downpour of rain. 
Some 
very 
rem arkable 
incidents 
have occurred in connection with the 
flood. 
A whole family was rescued 
from a substantial 
fram e structure 
that had floated at least 15 miles. 
The 
family was aroused ju st before day­ 
light by the noise of the waters aud 
the inotiou of the building. They were, 
of course, terribly frightened, but it 
was "pitch dark,” a s the man said, 
and they could do nothing more than 
“stick to the ship.” 
When it grew 
light enough for them to see, they were 
frightened almost out of their senses 
to discover that their house w as float 
lug down a wide river. 
The father of 
the family made every effort to effect 
a landing, without success. 
He Anally 
attracted the attention of some young 
men on the shore near Old W ashing­ 
ton. and the whole family w as rescued, 
and their house lodged against a body 
of heavy timber.

wholesale Undertakers, who attend to 
this class of work exclusively. 
A 20 per cent commission is the sex­ 
ton s share of the proceeds, and, taking 
into consideration the large member­ 
ship of some of the New’ \ ork churches 
and the « biborate funerals that take 
place almost daily, it can readily Im* 
seen that to be a sexton is an honorable 
calling 
for it is a business that brings 
in the coin. 
Tile profits of a sexton in 
one of the large down town churches are I 
estimated at $10,000 annually from his 
funeral business alone. 
Weddings are 
not so profitable, but they do fairly well I 
and are cheerful, 
lie collects the pew I 
rents and takes his habitual commis­ 
sio n : he is paid for opening the church 
and for closing it 
and a few other 
things that keep him from starvation. 
But there is one thing he must look 
sharp after, and that is hie collections. 
It is a peculiar fact, but people will 
stand off a funeral bill as long aud as 
callously as any other.— Exchange.

It enables m arriage by one 
above the age of 25 against the will of 
the crown, nuder certain conditions.

Other trees w’ere simply twisted 
off ju st above the ground, while others 
were entiiely denuded of their branch­ 
es. 
A plow, according to the Tarkio 
World, was blown into a tree and fast­ 
ened securely, 20 feet above the ground, 
by some of the iron braces being wrap 
ped around a branch of the tree.

instances the grass was 
killed as if a fire had passed over it, 
and then for quite a distance no evi­ 
dence of the storm could be seen.

end, say s tile Indianapolis Journal. All 
the time Mr. Landis was consumed 
with curiosity to know whether or not 
the story of offering thanks was true, 
but he hesitated to ask about it.
